Claim 19 depends on the 
second primer of claim 7. Claim 20 further depends on claim 8. 
Which second primer is applicable, claim 7, 8 or both? 

6. Claims 1, 15 and 20 would be allowable if rewritten or 
amended to overcome the rejection (s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd 
paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
